Senator Reviews 
Cuban Journey 


Editor’s Note: Sen. Claiborne Pell, D-R.I., returned 
Monday from his first visit to Cuba since 1960. He was 
accompanied by Sen. Jacob K. .Javits. R-N.Y., on the 
unofficial visit

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Cuba, the tropical island of 
sugarcane and Castro-brand communism just 90 miles 
off U.S. shores, has changed greatly from my last trip 
there in December, i960. 
Cuba today is a country struggling with the usual 
problems ot undeveloped countries —poverty, hunger, 
inadequate housing, lack of education and health care. 
But there are many signs that the elaborate social 
programs of the Communist system there are working, 
and that the average Cuban working man and farm er is 
better off today than he was in the days before 1959 
“ when the revolution trium phed,” as the Cuban 
Communists continually say. 
I last went to Havana as a senator-elect from Rhode 
Island to see for myself what conditions were like. Last 
weekend I returned to Havana with Sen. Jacob K. 
Javits of Nev/ York 
once again to find out what 
conditions were like. 
We were received warmly by Cuban officials and met 
for a total of more than IO hours with the highest 
government leaders, including Prim e Minister Fidel 
Castro. 
The biggest change I noticed from 1960 w'as the 
almost complete absence of weapons and of policemen 
on the streets of Havana. 
Cars and trucks were in much poorer shape. Many of 
the cars on the road were badly deteriorated, pre-1960 
American models. The modern vehicles we saw were 
either Russian or Japanese. 
At the fishing fleet's repair port, I noticed that the 
new machinery was Russian-made. 
In general, the Russian influence, almost nonexistent 
14 years ago, was now very apparent. Havana harbor 
v/as filled with Soviet vessels, including modern 
missile and fishing ships. 
In Cuba today, clothing and staples are rationed and 
prices are lower than in this country. Luxury goods, 
however, are very expensive. 
Havana itself is a startling mixture of the old and 
new. In many places it has the look of a blighted 
American city in Hie process of urban renewal. 
The Cubans are extremely proud of the great 
progress they have made in education. 
Both the percentage of children who attend school 
and the rate of literacy have improved greatly since 
1959. and modern schools are being built everywhere. 
The health care system also has been improved. 
After 1959 more than half of the island’s 6,000 doctors 
fled. 
Today, according to Cuban figures, there are 9,000 
doctors with 1,000 more being graduated each year. At 
present there is one doctor for every 1,000 Cubans. 
Our final evening was spent dining and talking with 
Fidel Castro, a man of curious contrast. 
I had expected to find an aging, burly, loud revolu­ 
tionary I found instead a relatively shy man, young for 
his years and softspoken. 
We cam e av/ay from our meeting with the view that 
there will be no abrupt return to normal relations 
between our countries. 
But I believe Cubans are ready for a step-by-step 
movement into the family of the Americas.

The secretary of state has 
been telling visiting foreign 
ministers of his worries and 
trying to lay the groundwork 
for future talks between oil 
s ta te s an d in d u stria lized 
Western nations.

negotiations would be to ease 
v/orld financial 
pressures, 
lower the quadrupled price 
of oil 
and 
reinforce 
the 
sta b ility 
of 
W'estern 
democracies. 
“ The world s financial 
institutions are staggering 
under 
the 
most

m o vem ents 
in 
history,” Kissinger warned 
the U N. General Assembly 
in a m ajor foreign police 
speech Sept. 23. 
He went on to tell the 29th 
annual assem b ly session 
that “ profound questions 
have arisen about meeting 
m a n ’s m ost fundam ental 
needs for energy and food.” 


Kissinger isn’t seeking a 
“quick fix” to the world’s 
economic woes, but rather a 
carefully 
developed, long- 
range approach 
W’hile he has talked in New 
York v/ith top diplomats of 
such oil-producing countries 
as Saudi Arabia and Algeria, 
he has carefully 
avoided 
appealing directly for an 
immediate cut in the price of 
oil. 
Rather, he has sought to 
emphasize to oil producers 
that the Western countries 
do 
not 
seek

m a jo r 
economic confrontation, but 
reasonable negotiations to 
ease 
the 
v/orld 
financial 
crisis.

Due Soon 


Texas Secretary of State, 
Mark W White Jr., today 
reminded candidates and 
political committees in the 
Nov. 5th General Election 
that their first campaign 
contribution and expense 
reports must be filed by 5 
p.m. on Oct. 7, 1974. 
The reports, covering all 
p o litic a l 
c o n trib u tio n s 
received and expenditures 
made since either the ap­ 
pointment of the candidate’s 
or committee’s campaign 
manager or the last primary 
election report, may be filed 
as early as Sept. 27th, White 
said, with 
the 
■ bsolute 
deadline being Oct. 7th. 
Candidates running for 
statewide offices or offices 
which include parts of two or 
more counties must file their 
reports with the Secretary of 
State. 
Candidates seeking local 
offices or state offices where 
the fistrict is located solely 
within one county must file 
with the county clerk in that 
county. 
Under the law, a report 
postmarked by 5 p.m. on 
Oct. 7th will be considered 
properly filed. However, 
White noted, the Postal 
Service no longer uses a 
postmark which shows the 
time a letter was mailed 
unless the letter is sent by 
registered m ail, special 
delivery, or certified mail. 
Candidates w ithout op­ 
ponents (unopposed) in the 
General 
Election are not 
required to file the reports. 
Political 
committees 
con­ 
tributing to any candidates 
are still required to fill even 
if the candidate they are 
supporting is unopposed.

required by

Campaign Reporting and 
Disclosure Act

The penalties for failing to

Emergency Loans Up 


May Keep Cattlemen Solvent

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Despite a slow start, the 
emergency 
loan 
program 
approved by Congress to aid 
livestock producers appears 
to 
be 
picking 
up, 
and 
A griculture 
D epartm ent 
officials believe it may make 
the 
difference 
between 
solvency and bankruptcy for 
many farmers faced with 
uncertain 
marketing 
con­ 
ditions. 
The legislation was signed 
into law in late July and 
authorized an 
open-ended 
emergency 
loan 
program 
through 
which 
bonafide 
livestock 
producers 
could 
borrow up to $250,000 with 
the 
federal 
governm ent 
guaranteeing 80 per cent of 
any loss. 
The first loan was made in 
mid-August, but only 15 or 20 


loans had been made by 
midSeptember. But as of 
Sept. 27, 105 loans totaling 
SI5.8 million had been made 
under the program. 
“ We kind of think it may 
be 
building,” 
said 
Irwin 
Johnson, 
in fo rm a tio n 
director 
of 
the 
Farmers 
Home Administration which 
oversees the loan program. 
In addition to cattlemen, 
the loan program also covers 
dairymen and poultrymen. 
Johnson said at the present 
time, “ the entire industry is 
having some very real prob­ 
lems, and these loans might 
be the difference between 
going under and not. That 
was the purpose of the law in 
the first place.” 
So far loans have been 
made to livestock producers 
in 21 states and range from a 
low 
of 
$18,000 
to 
the 


maximum $250,000. Johnson 
said a 
“ goodly 
number” 
have been in the $200,000 
range and above. 
Oklahoma leads the state- 
bystate list of livestock loans 
with 25 for a total of $4 
m illio n . Texas producers 
have obtained 22 loans for 
$2 9 million, while 12 loans 
have been made in Iowa for 


a total of $1.55 million. 
To qualify as a bonafide 
livestock producer, one must 
spend 51 per cent of his time 
and receive 51 per cent of his 
income from the livestock, 
dairy or poultry business. 
The loans are obtained from 
com m ercial 
lending 
in ­ 
stitutions at the current 
interest rate.

Crime Rate Soars 


Serious 
crim e 
in 
the 
United States rose 16 percent 
during the first six months of 
1974, the largest first-half 
increase in six years, ac­ 
cording to 
F B I 
statistics 
released today. 
The crime increase con­ 
trasted 
with 
actual 
decreases of one percent 
during the same periods of 
1973 and 1972. 
In 
announcing 
the 
statistics, Attorney General 
William B. Saxbe said, “ This 
sharp rise in serious crime is 
disturbing to all law-abiding 
Americans. It means that 
the entire criminal justice 
system must pursue new 
directions to turn back this 
threat to our society.” 
The 
six-month 
increase 
continued the upward trend 
that began in the last quarter 
of 1973, Saxbe noted. 
During the first half of 
1974, violent crime increased 
six percent, compared to a 
four percent rise the year 
before. The more numerous 
property crim es rose 17 


percent, compared to a two 
percent decrease in the first 
half of 1973. 
The latest figures were 
contained 
in 
the 
F B I ’s 
Uniform Crim e Reports, 
which was released today by 
F B I Director Clarence M. 
Kelley. The reports are 
based on crime statistics 
furnished by city, county, 
and state law enforcement 
agencies. 
Only 
17 
m ajor 
cities 
reported 
actual 
crim e 
decreases for the first half of 
1974 compared to 95 for the 
same period a year ago. 
The 
Uniform 
Crim e 
Reports 
divides 
serious 
crime into two categories: 
violent, 
which 
includes 
m urder, 
forcible 
rape, 
robbery, and aggravated 
assault, and property, which 
includes burglary, larceny- 
theft, and auto theft. 
Forcible rape increased 
eight percent, aggravated 
assault seven percent, and 
murder and robbery each 
five percent. Larceny-theft 


jumped 20 percent, burglary 
16 percent, and auto theft 
four percent. 
Suburban 
law 
en­ 
forcement agencies reported 
a 21 percent increase in 
serious crime, and crime in 
rural areas was up 19 per­ 
cent for the first half of the 
year. 
Serious crime in the South 
rose 21 percent, in the West 
15 percent, in the North 
Central states 14 percent, 
and 
in 
the 
Northeastern 
states 12 percent.

Snyder Heads for New York 


Admired By Some, Disdained by Others 


FRAN K S. SW KR TLO VV 
NKW YORK U PI) - Tom 
Snyder, NBC’s answer to 
Howard Cosell, is coming to 
New York, and his arrival 
may signal some interesting 
developments 
in 
broad­ 
casted , according to in­ 
dustry sources. 
Snyder, 
host 
of 
“ Tomorrow” and the af­ 
ternoon 
anchorman 
of 
KNBC-TV in Ix>s Angeles, is 
highly regarded by some 
elements of the NBG brass 
while others find his per­ 
sonality 
and 
style 
too 
abrasive. 
During the tryouts for the 
cohost of the “ Today” show, 
Snyder 
annoyed 
some 
members of the morning 
show by his “ Mr. Big” at­ 
titude. 
“ He’s a showboat,” said 
one industry source, “ a hot 
dog.” 
Another source called the 
decision to bring Snyder to 
New York a “ victory for the 
Burbank Mafia.” Burbank is 
where 
the 
NBG 
en­ 
tertainment 
section 
is 
headquartered. NBG News is 
in New York. The antiSnyder 
men “ think he is an en­ 


tertainer, not a newsman,” 
the source said. 
A source at WNBC-TV, 
where Snyder will replace 
Jim Hartz as anchorman of 
the 
early 
edition 
NewsCenter 4, said the 38- 
year-old 
Snyder 
“ was 
stuffed down our throats.” 
Hartz is now cohost of 
“ Today.” 
Snyder’s style apparently 
is also disliked by other 
members of the electronic 
press. For instance, CBS 
News President Richard 
Salant has objected to his 
correspondents 
appearing 
on “ Tomorrow,” the NBG 
network’s late-late night 
offering for insomniacs who 
stay up after Johnny Carson 
goes off. 
Salant 
told 
one 
in­ 
terviewer: “ I just don’t 
think that the ‘Tomorrow’ 
show is the type of program I 
want my journalists to go on. 
Everytime I look at that 
show, they got kooks...It’s 
tabloid sensationalism and 
that’s not the kind of frame­ 
work in which I like to see 
my people.” 
Nevertheless, 
Snyder is 
bringing “ Tomorrow’’ to 


New York on Dec. 3. In 
addition to 
anchoring 
at 
WNBC-TV, he will jump into 
the Sunday evening network 
news show, replacing Floyd 
Kalber. 
These 
moves 
are 
in­ 
triguing. 
In Los Angeles, KNBC’s 
twohour news show 
with 
Snyder is No. I. But how will 
he do in New York where 
WNBC has been No. 3 for 


years. How will KNBC do 
without Snyder? 
However, the move shows 
that NBC is dedicated trying 
to make WNBC’s new two- 
hour show a winner and this 
could 
give 
N BC ’s John 
Chancellor the edge over 
CBS’s Walter Cronkite. CBS 
is in the lead, but NBG has 
been challenging. A stronger 
showing at WNBC could help 
Chancellor. 


Then too, Snyder’s Sunday 
post on the network puts him 
on a par with White House 
Correspondent Tom Brokaw, 
who does the NBG Saturday 
evening news. 
Brokaw is highly regarded 
by newsmen and was in the 
lead for the “ Today” show 
co host slot, but when he 
reportedly refused 
to 
do 
commericals, 
he 
was 
dropped.
